New Orleans, Monday, February 1, 1870. 

Conference met at 9 a.m., and the prayer meeting was conducted 
by Anthony Boss.

After announcements the Conference adjourned, with benediction 
by the Bishop. 



FIFTH DAY. 

New Orleans, February 3, 1879. 
Conference convened at 9 a.m., and the prayer meeting was led 
by J. Hayward, and R. L. Beal. 

Minutes of Saturday's session were read and approved. 
Question 10 was resumed, and the character of John Brooks was 
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passed and his relation changed from that of effective to supernu. 
merary. 

The Coniniittees on Memoirs, Temperance, Freedniens Aid, Board 
of Church Extension, On Auditing Presiding Elders' Accounts, 
Sunday Schools, Orphans' Home, Education, Tract Society, Periodi- 
cals and Book Concern, all reported, and the reports, after being 
discussed, were adopted. (See Reports. ) 

Rev. Dr. Matthews, of the M. E. Church, South, was introduced, 
and upon invitation addressed the Conference, congratulating it on 
its great work and bidding it God speed. 

On the publication of minutes the following resolution was adopt- 
ed: 

Bemlved, That the Presiding Elders of the South New Orleans 
and of the North New Orleans Districts be requested to advance 
$30.00 each, and the Presiding Elders of the other Districts $20.00 
each, to the Secretaries to publish the Conference minutes and 
blanks for 1870, and that each Presiding Elder is authorized to col- 
lect a proportionate amount from each preacher on his District. 

WORK AMONG THE EREED WOMEN. 

The Secretary made a statament to the Conference of the Mission-' 
ary work being inaugurated among the Freedwomen. He stated 
that Mrs. Hartzell had, while in the North last summer, issued an 
address to Christian friends, through the press, and in response 
some money had been contributed, and several ladies had offered 
themselves to come as missionaries. Mrs. A. M. Ryder, who had 
spent two years in missionary work in this city, also, while in the 
North during the summer had interested friends. A house had been 
rented, No. 31(5$ Second street, to be known as the Missionary 
Home, and four ladies were already at work under the general direc- 
tion of Mrs. Hartzell, to-wit: Mrs. A. M. Ryder, Mrs. Hathaway, 
Miss Thompson and Miss Stevens. Full accounts of the work will 
be published weekly in the Southwestern. The purpose of this 
work is to do good among the poor of our people, especially the 
women by holding mothers meetings, and girls meetings, and by or- 
ganizing sewing and relief circles. Aid will also be given to Sunday- 
School work by holding teachers meetings, &c. Mrs. Ryder and 
Mrs. Hathaway being present were introduced. The Conference 
took the following action : 

ttcsolreri, That the Louisiana Conference is profoundly impressed 
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with the importance of more direct and better organized Christian 
effort to save and elevate the women among our colored people, by 
which Christian home life shall be developed wherever needed; and 
that we will welcome these missionaries to our pastoral charges. 

Resolved, That the Presiding Elders for 1879 be an advisory com- 
mittee to assist in the direction and carrying forward of this work. 

The President handed the Secretary the following certificate of 
ordination : 

This certifies that in New Orleans, La., on the second day of Feb- 
ruary A. D. 1879, the following named persons, viz : t rank ilarvey , 
Prince King, Cortes Thompson and Alexander MarUn were duly 
ordained Elders in the Church of Cod; and that on this day Wu- 
Ham Smith was ordained Deacon. ^ ^ Q ANDREWS.

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EDUCATION. 

Your Committee beg leave to report that the work of education 
so far as our own church is directly concerned, among our people 
has made commendable progress during the year that is past. 

Under the Datronage of the Louisiana Annual Conference, sup- 
ported by the Freedmen's Aid Society of the M. E. Church,] the 
New Orleans University has had a very prosperous year. Every de- 
partment in the University has made advancement. 

Almost immediately after the adjournment of our last Annual 
Conference, a .Medical Department was organize as an experiment, 
and the intention was and is, if encouragement be given by sufficient 
patronage, to make this an established Department of the University. 

The lectures and all the work of the Department was, up to the 
breaking out of the yellow fever, very satisfactory. But one of the 
Faculty and one of the students died of the fever. Dread of the 
fever prevented a number of students from neighboring cities and 
States from being present at the opening of the Fall Term of Lec- 
tures, and the class of last year being scattered, likely from the 
same cause, the w r ork of this Department is for the present suspend- 
ed. 

The Theological Department never seemed more promising than 
now; with a class of fifteen students in regular attendance, and the 
number expected to be augmented after Conference. Eev. A. A. 
Johnson, as Professor of Theology, has the special oversight of this 
branch of our work. He comes to us highly recommended and full 
of zeal for the work and deserves the warmest support of the friends 
of his Department. 

Last September the Eev. Dr. B. S. Eust, Corresponding Secretary 
of the Freedmen's Aid Society, authorized the opening of the La 
Teche Seminary as a Branch Preparatory School for and in connec- 
tion with the New Orleans University, and during the past four 
months this School has been in successful operation, with Professor 
Eobert L. Thompson in charge, who reports a roll of seventy-five 
students. 

The general classical, scientific and normal work is being pushed 
vigorously forward. The entire number of stundents on the Uni- 
versity roll, including the branch, is, at tt& time, one hundred and 
ninety-seven. 

Your Committee is unwilling to leave this part of its report without 
mentioning the complete success of the Commencement Exercises, 
which came off on the Kith, 17th, 19th and 20th of June last. On 
Sunday night, the 16th June, the Baccalaureate Sermon was 
preached by the Eev. Marcus Dale; on Monday night, the 17th June, 
a Lecture was delivered before the Hesperian Literary Society by 
the Eev. Dr. J. H. McCarty, subject, "Christian Civilization ; oil 
Wednesday night, the 19th June, this Society gave an excellent en- 
tertainment. On Thursday night, the 20th June, the Commence- 
ment exercises of the graduating class took place. The Eev. J. 
C. Hartzell addressed the class, and the exercises ended with the 



presentation of the diploma by the President. b our students, 
having completed satisfactorily the University course of study, were 
granted Diplomas and the Degree of Bachelor of Arts was confer- 
red upon each of them. These exercises were held in Lesley 
Chapel. 

We urge each member of this Conference to keep before the peo- 
ple the special importance and great value of this Institution to 
them and to their children, and in furtherance of this idea we pre- 
sent the following: 

Rewired, That we, the members of the Louisiana Conference, will 
heartily support the New Orleans University, and preach on the 
subject of education as the Discipline reqmres. 

We beg leave also to offer the following preamble and resolutions: 
Ik^ WuEREAS The Hon. John Baldwin, who a few years ago gave about 
1 thirty acres of land and buildings, which together it is his avowed 
' intention to make valuable to the church as a property to be used for 
educational purposes/ and this property has to the present time been 
held by a Board of Trustees of a corporation known as ihomson 
University; and, « — ■ 

Whereas, We understand that Mr. Baldwin prefers to haye this 
property held by the Freedmen's Aid Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, therefore, 

Resolved, That the Trustees of the Thompson University are here- 
by authorized and directed to transfer said property to the Freed, 
men's Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church to be held 
and used for educational purposes in connection with, and under tne 
management educationally, of the New Orleans Umversity and the 
representatives of the Freedmen's Aid Society ; and to be held and 
used for the maintenance and support of a Seminary on the Bayou 
Teche. 

Resolved, That we hereby express our thankfulness to Brother 
Baldwin for what he has done, and pray God that his lite and health 
may be spared to complete his plans to aid in establishing a perma- 
nent and successful Seminary on the Teche. 

Resolved, That the following are hereby elected Trustees of Thom- 
son University: for three years ; Cyrus Bussey, Emperor Wdhams 
J C. Hartzell; for two years, Marcus Dale, J. b. Bean U, Hunt, toi 
one year, A. A. Johnson, Stephen Priestley, Josiah Jnsk. 

Your committee would also present the following: 
Resolved, That we recognize with heartfelt gratitude the great be- 
nevolence of the M. E. Church in the organization of the hreedmen s 
Aid Society for establishing and maintaining schools amongst us. 

Resolved, That we appreciate the zeal and untiring energy of the 
Rev. Dr. B. S. Bust, Corresponding Secretary of the Society, ana 
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commend him most earnestly for his fidelity, and the able manner in 
which he administers the affairs of his office.

MEMOIRS. 

Beuben W. Overton.' 

Eeuben W. Overton was born in North Carolina, Elizabeth county, 
in 1852. He was received on trial in the Louisiana Annual Confer- 
ence at Baton Rouge in 1873. His first appointment was Center- 
ville and Morgan City, where he labored successfully three years, 
greatly beloved by the people. 

His second appointment was Camp Parapet and Plum Street; 
he labored earnestly for the Master until called to his heavenly rest.' 

He fell a victim to that terrible scourge, the yellow fever, and 
died on the 17th of September, 1878, in the triumph of a living faith. 

Brother Overton was a pious, excellent, and promising youno- man, 
a good preacher, and an earnest worker in the Master's vineyard! 
In his twenty-seventh year God called him from labor unto his re- 
ward. Thus passed away a Christian gentleman, a dearly-beloved 
pastor, and a highly-esteemed servant of the Lord Jesus. While we 
mourn his loss, we bow in submission to the Divine will, and rejoice 
in his eternal gain. 

A wife and one child mourn his loss here; but rest in the assur- 
ance of a reunion on the bright plains of immortality. 

In his death the Louisiana Conference has lost a star, and heaven 
has gained a jewel. 

Joseph Dutch. 

Joseph Dutch was one of the oldest ordained ministers in the 
State. Was ordained in New York. Was born in Washington 
( Jity, and was brought a slave to New Orleans. He died Januajy 28, 
at 5: 30 a. m., aged 65 years. He was a faithful minister, loved and 
respected by all who knew him. His funeral was largely attended 
by members of the Conference which met on the day of his decease, 
and to attend which he had just arrived in the city. He leaves a 
widow to the care of the Church.
